At first a single line, the stream 
of those who filed through the por- 
tals of France's famous’ military 
school to pause for a moment beside 
the body of the old warrior, grew 
twenty deep and stretched from the 
entrance of the school nearly a quarter 
of a mile away across the Champ 
de Mars. 

There were many thousands of 
them and one of the most touching 
tributes was that of the hundreds of 
children who joined in the solemn 
march. It was a dreary wait but the 
marshal's countrymen stood patiently 
with little to say. 

Once inside the chapel where the 
body lay on a simple soldier's cot the 
crowd was kept slowly moving by 
army officers who gave the privileged 
places to mutilated soldiers come to 
ceive a final salute to the leader they 
had served.

NEBRASKA ATTEMPTS HEALT 
EDUCATION BY LEGISLATION. 

A lot of moral mentors tell us 
these days that you can’t mould a 
people's character by legislation, or 
something like that. Stephen Douglas 
used some such argument with equal 
effect before you and I were born. 
The gsreat state of Nebraska makes 
an ambitious attempt to establish 
health education in the public schools 
by act of legislature. Sec. 6446, School 
Laws of Nebraska: “Provision shall 
be made by the proper local school 
authorities for instructing the pupils 
in all schools supported by publie 
money, or under state control, in 
Physiology and hygiene with special 
reference to the effects of alcoholic 
drinks and other stimulants and nar- 
cotics upon the human system.” 

A Nebraska friend sends me the 
physiology and hygiene syllabus of the 
Normal Training High schools. The 
outlines therein laid down for the 
guidance of teachers are indeed im- 
posing: to my mind they are forbid- 
ding. I'd say the courses of study for 
high school teachers in Nebraska 
would do well enough for professors 
“ the medical colleges and universi- 
ies ! 

The syllabus includes the familiar 
» Old tables of average heights and 
| Weights for men and women af all 
ages, and a curious table giving the 
average normal systolic blood pres- 
sure for persons at various ages, Silly- 
tilly business, but we must remember 
these outlines of instruction are pre- 
pared by educational authorities who 
are generally a bit shy on health edu- 
cation themselves. If the Nebraska 
authorities are at all different from 
such authorities in other states, their 
official health education syllabus does 
not betray the difference.

paralyzed, because bus lines cannot 
begin to take up where the railroads 
leave off,” Mr. Quinn said. 

“We have a policy of live and let 
live. We do not want to drive the 
bus lines out of business, because the 
automobile is here to stay, but we do 
want them placed on a like footing 
with the railroads. Railroads own 
their rights of way and pay taxes 
in every county in which they oper- 
ate. The bus lines operate over the 
publie’s highways, destroying voads 
and have no 
inspector, En- 
gineers serve years as firemen before 
taking the throttle, and have periodi- 
cal examinations. Bus drivers have no 
limit as to hours of work, and are 
liable as not to go on a run when they 
need sleep, thus endangering lives, 
There is no limit to weight, length 
or width of busses, and some trailers 
even carry a number of new. automo- 
biles in such a manner as to menace 
people on the highways. 

“We want to impress on the pub- 
lic generally the great need of saving 
the railroads. Many other industries 
are dependent on the railroads, such 
as steel, coal, lumber and glass and 
railroads carry the great bulk of mail 
and fast express.
